The reason for the higher autumn 
rate is, of course, that money is then 
required to move the crops. The East­ 
ern banks, in September and October, 
ship out nearly two and a half times 
as much currency as 
they 
receive. 
Chicago and St. Louis also are then 
shipping currency into the country 
at a brisk rate. Reserves fall; interest 
rates advance. 
The money, having moved the crops 
speedily comes 
back 
however. 
In 
January and February the Eastern 
banks receive nearly two and a half 
times as much currency as they ship. 
Reserves rise; interest rates fall. 
From time to time other causes con­ 
spire with this seasonal dislocation to 
produce an acutely distressing situ­ 
ation, as happened in October, 1907. 
There is no sound reason for shunt­ 
ing a considerable part of the coun­ 
try’s ready cash back and forth be­ 
tween the reserve centers and the 
harvest fields, w hile there are a num­ 
ber of sound reasons against it. 
Will congress, by any lucky chance 
have a little spare time this winter 
for the consideration of banking and 
currency?—Saturday Evening Post.

Remarkable Power Plant. 
Spokane, Wash., Oct. ll.—Construc­ 
tion work soon will begin on what is 
declared to be the highest spillway 
dam in the world at I^ong Lake, 30 
miles north of Spokane, where the 
Washington W ater 
Rower 
company 
will develop 90,000 
electrical 
horse 
power with four turbines, each of 22- 
500 horse power, the largest vet con­ 
structed anywhere. The dam will be 
320 feet in length, 190 feet at the 
highest point and 145 feet in width at | 
the base, built up of Clyclopean mas­ 
onry. The spillway is 
to 
be 
sur­ 
mounted with three roller dams, each 
19 feet in diameter and 65 feet in 
length. In addition, there will be two 
gates, each 25 feet in length and 19 
feet in diameter. The tunnel, through 
which the flow of the Spokane river 
will be diverted, is 225 feet in length 
and opens into a cut of 250 feet. It is 
30 feet in width and 20 feet in height, 
and carries 8,000 cubic second feet of 
water. The entrance of the tunnel is 
of concrete and steel girders. It is 
expected to complete the plant in 
1912. The total cost of work and equip 
j ment is placed at $4,000,000.
